5.)  On  Oct. 18,  1989,  the  south  corner  of  the  NW%  of  Sec. 2  was 

moved  72.5  ft.  S  3  W  (1  W)  at  the  direction  of  Bob  Vollmer,  RLS. 
This  stone  was  originally  set  by  Vollmer  on  Sept. 11,  1984  (see  2a) 
It  was  rewitnessed  as  follows:

A  steel  fence  post  was  driven  next  to  the  stone.  It  was  moved 
following  a  more  complete  survey  of  S<p^2  by  Vollmer  (see  4e).

6.)  On  Nov. 7,  1989,  the  following  work  was  completed: 

a.)  Fisher  and  Followell  taped  across  the  center  of  Sec. 2  from 
the  west  -2-mile  stone  to  the  "Julie  Point",  near  the  east  %-mile 
(see  2d  and  4a).  The  distance  between  the  two  markers  is  4628  ft.. 


b.)  A  limestone  marker  without  an  "x"  was  found  26.5  ft.  east  of 
and  14  ft.  south  of  the  "Julie  Point".  One  of  the  original  witness 
for  thf  east  post  may  have  been  found:  Beech,  12  in., 

N  37  E,  12L . ( 1875 ) .  The  total  width  of  Sec. 2,  then,  is  4654%  ft.. 


c.)  The  center  of  Sec. 2  was  established  2327%  ft.  from  the  east 
or  west  %-mile  markers.  1 


d.)  Breedlove  and  Followell  taped  from  the  southwest  corner  of 

' /entry  4d>  to  a  PiPe  on  the  south  line  of  the 
SW^,  SE~i  of  Sec. 2  (see  Sec. 11,  entry  6c)  and  agreed  closely  with 
Vollmer's  calculated  distance  of  2901  ft..  The  total  length  of 
the  south  line  of  Sec. 2  is  4611  ft.,  according  to  Vollmer. 


e . )  The  south  %-corner  of  Sec. 2  was  established  2305.5  ft.  from 
the  SW  or  SE  section  corners. 


f.)  The  west  %-%  corner  of  the  SE%  of  Sec. 2  was  established 
on  line  (N  0.9  E)  between  the  south  %  corner  of  Sec. 2  (see  6e) 
and  the  center  of  Sec. 2  (see  6c).  The  %-%  corner  was  established 
in  an  old  fence  northeast  of  Bryant  Creek  Rd . ,  23  ft.  west  of  a 
large  Sycamore. 


g.)  Breedlove  and  Vadas  taped  east  from  the  west  %-%  of  the 
SB'S  Sec. 2  (see  6f)  -  54  rods  (891  ft.)-  to  establish  the 
northeast  corner  of  a  15  acre  tract  (Auditor's  tract  #16)  in  the 

?ocSeC*2  ^S6e  3m^’  A  fence  corner  was  encountered  at 
6  ft.,  125  ft.  too  far  west.  The  fence  corner  at  the  center 
of  the  SE-a  of  Sec. 2  is  1161  ft.  east  of  our  beginning  point. 

(A  galvanized  nail,  driven  into  a  downed  tree  is  864%  ft.  east 
of  our  beginning  point.) 


h.)  The^southeast  section  corner  momument  (see  Sec. 11,  entry  6b) 
is  S  0.9  W  of  the  limestone  marker  (see  Sec. 2,  entry  6b)  found 
near  o*16  Point"  at  the  east  %-mile  of  Sec. 2.  It  is 

S  0.3  W  of  the  rebar  at  the  "Julie  Pointer

4b  cont.)  the  east  ^-mile  marker  (see  4a).  An  old  field  edge  near 
mid-section  and  a  tree  line  near  the  west  ^-mile  marker  both 
agree  with  this  bearing. 


c. )  A  stone  at  the  south  corner  of  the  NW%  of  Sec. 2,  which 

was  set  by  Vollmer  in  1984/  is  about  75  ft.  out  of  line  with  the 
east  and  west  %-mile  markers.  It  is  N  88.0° E  from  the  west  ^-mile 
of  Sec. 2  and  N  86.4°W  from  the  east  %-mile  of  Sec. 2.  Also,  this 
stone  at  the  was  incorrectly  referred  to  as  the  center  of  Sec. 2 

by  Martin  in  1984  in  his  witnesses  (see  entry  2). 

d. )  The  south  h~h  corner  of  the  NE^  of  Sec. 2  was  established 
N  87.6°W  ( 1°  W )  of  the  east  ^-mile  marker  (see  3d).  This  point  is 
68  ft.  north  of  the  spot  Vollmer  flagged  in  1984  (see  3d).  A  steel 
fence  post  was  driven  at  the  corner.  An  old  fence  corner,  approx. 
13.81  chains  (see  Burris'  deed)  west  of  the  east  ^-mile  marker, 
is  approx.  18  ft.  south  of  being  on-line.  ' 

e. )  Vollmer  is  surveying  Sec. 2  and  will  tie  the  east  and  west 
^-mile  markers  together  with  his  traverse.  I  discussed  entries 
4c  and  4d  with  him. 

f. )  The  NE  corner  of  Sec. 2  was  located  by  using  the  centerline 
of  old  37  at  the  county  line  marker.  A  steel  fence  post,  set  by 
Vollmer  in  an  old  fence,  marks  the  SE  corner  of  Sec. 35,  TllN,  RlW, 
and  it  is  163  ft.  west  of  the  NE  corner'of  Sec. 2  by  bearing  S  86.7  W. 

g. )  The  NW  corner  of  Sec. 2  was  located.  A  stone  sits  3  ft.  north 
of  the  fence  and  is  solidly  set.  It  was  not  witnessed.  It  is 

•  N  87.3°w  from  the  NE  corner  of  the  section.  A  2° change  in  magnetic 
declination  was  observed  near  the  north  h~h  corner  of  the  NE-s  of 
Sec. 2.  A  declination  of  1° E  must  be  used  east  of  the  corner,  and 

1“  W  must  be  used  west  of  the  h~hc  This  change  may  be  associated 
with  the  utility  line  near  the  corner.  Snidling  verified  the 

declination  change.  Fence  wire  evidence  along  the  west  half  of  the 
north  section  line  agrees  closely  with  the  bearing. 

h. )  The  north  corner  of  the  NE^  of  Sec. 2  was  established 

N  87.3°w  ( 1 ° E  decl.)  from  the  NE  corner  of  Sec. 2.  A  fence  post 
was  driven  to  mark  the  corner  (see  3f). 


i.)  The  north  corner  of  the  NW*j  of  Sec.  2  was  located.  This 

fence  corner  is  19  ft.  north  of  being  on-line  with  the  NE  and  NW 
section  corners.
